Commencement Exercises 


AS previously announced, the 
speaker at the Spring Com- 
mencement, 10:30 Monday morn- 
ing, June 3, will be Mr. Edward 
Weeks, editor of the Atlantic 
Monthly and internationally 
known critic and literary leader. 
Mr. Weeks is the ninth editor of 
The Atlantic. He assumed office 
before his fortieth birthday, but 
not until he had passed a fourteen 
years’ apprenticeship in the Atlan- 
tic headquarters, first as reader, 
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then as literary editor, then as the 
presiding judge of the Atlantic 
Prize Contest and finally as the 
editor of the Atlantic Monthly 
Press books. 





Mr. Weeks is the author of This 
Trade of Writing and the editor of 
an anthology, Great Short Novels. 
And he has delivered two series 
of broadcasts under the title of 
“Meet Mr. Weeks” over the Blue 
Network of NBC. In the summer 
of 1943 at the special invitation of 
the British Ministry of Informa- 
tion, Mr. Weeks spent six weeks 
in England, where he talked with 
British authors and saw at first 
hand the effect of the war on Eng- 


lish life and letters. 


Edward Weeks’ parents wanted 
him to be an engineer, but when 
the World War began he left Cor- 
nell University to drive an ambu- 
lance for the French Army, and 
his return, after he had received 
the Croix de Guerre, was to Har- 
vard and the literary world. After 
his graduation he won a scholar- 
ship for special study in English 
literature at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge and when he returned to 
the United States he started work 
in a publishing firm. He has been 
editor of the Atlantic Monthly 
since 1938.

Founders’ Day 


¢ ‘T BOLDLY and positively an- 
nounce the conviction that 
the preservation of democracy 
rests definitely and undeniably 
upon education and religion,”’ 
President W. W. Peters of Mc- 
Pherson College, Kansas stated at 
the celebration of the seventieth 
anniversary of the founding of the 
college held in Oller Hall at 10:00 
Wednesday morning, April 17. 


“A worthy fundamental of the 
liberal arts Christian college is to 
increase the worthwhile interests 
of man as well as to keep vigorous- 
ly alive the valuable interests one 
has when entering college,” Presi- 
dent Peters pointed out. “The 
business of the Christian college 
is to develop personalities that are 
adequately equipped and willing 
to participate fully in life and to 
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make meaningful contributions to 
life.” 

“In charting its course in the fu- 
ture the church-related college 


must offer no apologies for at- 


tempting to be Christian for in be- 
ing increasingly equipped ‘to pro- 
vide its educational program in an 
atmosphere of Christian thought 
and practice consists its claim for 
the support of the Christian 
church.” 


“It must keep alive and increase 
the intellectual, cultural, and 
spiritual resources so that there 
may be a pattern of thinking and 
a type of social organization that 
will preserve and make more ef- 
fective, the democratic way of life 


-in the years ahead.” 


President Calvert N. Ellis pre- 
sided at the service which also in- 
cluded the awarding of two honor- 
ary degrees to the Rev. Foster B. 
Statler, 20, of Mount Morris, IIL, 
who was presented for his degree 
by President Emeritus C. C. El- 
lis, 90; and to the Rev. Edgar M. 
Detwiler, ’12, of Everett, Pa. who 
was presented by the Rev. Ross D. 
Murphy, ’12, secretary of the 
Board of Trustees. 


President Emeritus C. C. Ellis 
spoke of the early history of the 
college, paying special tribute to 
the late Dr. Andrew B. Brum- 
baugh, one of the early founders;

Elis.

Admissions at Juniata 


a explanation is necessary to 
understand the present en- 
rollment and admissions situation. 
Much is written about the large 
number of students who wish to 
enter college. 


For many years prior to the war 


Juniata maintained a capacity en- 
rollment of resident students, Dur- 


ing-the war years the number of 
men students fell to sixty-five. 
Normally the capacity for resi- 
dent women has been reached in 
the early part of the-summer. 
However, this year on the first of 
April there were more applica- 
tions for admission than there 
were places available. The Col- 
lege is disturbed that it may be 
unable to provide opportunities 
for promising young men and 
women. 


The residence facilities for men 
are filled this term. The College 
hopes to enter an additional one 
hundred men students, including 
veterans, for the term opening 
September 17th. Seventy-five of 
these have already been accepted. 
It is hoped that these men can be 
housed in college residences and 
private homes. 


The large number of applicants: 
has raised an acute problem in the 
selection of Juniata students. For 
the past six years the College has 
administered a scholastic aptitude 
test, the result of which has been 
considered along with the second- 
ary or high school record. The 
College secures letters of recom- 
mendation and has personal inter- 
views by college representatives 
with all prospective students to 
find those who by intellectual 
ability and personal character are 
best able to take advantage of 
Juniata’s opportunities. It is re- 
grettable that so many applicants 
cannot meet Juniata’s admission 
standards. 


The alumni of the College have 
in the past recommended a large 
proportion of the Juniata student 
body. They know best the re- 
sources and opportunitiés of the 
College and the type of students 
who can profit from the educa- 
tional program which the College 
offers. The quality of the student 
group has been maintained 
through the efforts of the alumni. 


Juniata purposes to offer its fa- 
cilities to as many students as it 
can reasonably accommodate in 
harmony with the recommenda- 
tions. of the Planning Commission. 
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The Home Economics Department 


H OME Economics at Juniata 

College as a departmental 
field of study has had a fairly re- 
cent beginning. It was first listed 
in the college catalogue in the 
academic year, 1915-16, at that 
time as a two year course. Two 
faculty members were appointed 
to the staff and three seniors and 
thirteen juniors were listed as 
enrollees. 

Development of the department 
was rapid. By 1919, Home Econ- 
omics had become a full-fledged 
four year course with increasing 
emphasis being placed on study 
in more specialized fields. The 
Initiation of the Home Manage- 
ment House in 1926 provided in- 
creased facilities for experimental 
work and the faculty was broad- 
ened as the number of students 
increased. Today, the faculty num- 
bers four with a departmental 
enrollment of approximately fifty 
majors. | 

Physical equipment of the de- 
partment is housed in various 
buildings on the campus. The 
foods classes are conducted in 
Science Hall where a laboratory 
with five unit kitchens and a class 
room accommodating twenty-five 
persons are available for depart- 


mental use. The Home Manage- 
ment House, next to the College 
Library, provides an opportunity 
for women to live in a typical 
home. A clothing and art labora- 
tory in Brumbaugh Hall, a de- 
partmental office, and laboratory 
accommodation for six to eight 
students in the college infirmary, 
complete the equipment of the 
department. Since the burning of 
the building at 1630 Moore Street 
—since re-converted into the Fa- 
culty Club—the nursery school 
has been temporarily housed in 
the basement of the Stone Church. 

Head of the department is effi- 
cient Gertrude L. Butler, who 
supervises study in home econ- 
omics education, home manage- 
ment, home planning and decora- 
tion. A graduate of Juniata and of 
Keuka College, Miss Butler holds 
a master’s degree from Columbia 
University. 

Other members of the depart- 
ment include Frances J. Mathias, 
Ohio State, Columbia University, 


‘dietitian and institutional man- 


ager; Opal Stech, Purdue Univer- 
sity, and Columbia University, 
foods, nutrition, and chemistry; 
Mary Gaines Friend, ’40, Juniata, 


Peabody College, clothing, foods, 
and home and family life. 

The type of training required 
of home economics majors has 
also undergone a_ considerable 
change. Earlier emphasis was al- 
most exclusively on the household 
arts, such as cooking, sewing, em- 
broidery, home nursing. Now it is 
the aim of the department to de- 
velop well-rounded individuals, 
trained not only in the techniques 
of their field, but also conscious 
of broader professional and social 
implications of the field. Now 
home economics majors take a 
general liberal arts course during 
their freshman year before begin- © 
ning concentrated work in foods 
and nutrition, textiles and cloth- ° 
ing, and sciences. 

These courses also attempt to- 
give a wide knowledge of the field. 
Clothing courses, for instance, are 
comprehensive. Classes in funda- 
mentals of clothing offer training 
in the use of commercial patterns, 
elementary construction pro- 
cesses, and experience in the mak- 
ing of cotton and linen clothing. 
Clothing selection deals with the 
relation of personality and of de- 
sign to dress, with corrective 
dress and good grooming, and

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with consumer problems of cloth- 
ing. A unit of historic costumes 
enriches the course. Advanced 
clothing includes the more diffi- 
cult techniques of tailoring, pat- 
tern drafting and draping, with 
emphasis on original designing. 

Fundamentals of nutrition and 
fundamentals of food preparation 
and selection give a scientific 
basis for advanced work in foods 
and nutrition. Food preservation, 
experimental foods, meal plan- 
ning and serving are included in 
advanced foods. Advanced nutri- 
tion, diet and disease, and institu- 
tional administration offer addi- 
tional training for special jobs. 
All these follow or parallel work 
in chemistry, biology, bacteriol- 
ogy, physiology, and household 
physics. at 

In the Home Management Hous 
each group lives together as a 
family, planning, executing, and 
enjoying the normal activities of 
homemaking. Meals, shopping, 
entertaining, laundering, house- 
keeping, and infant care teach the 
values of time as well as of money. 
A popular and important part of 
the training is the responsibility 
for the care and personality de- 
velopment of the “adopted” Man- 
agement House baby. 
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Home Management training includes experience 
marketing and budgeting. 
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As fields in industry and com- 
merce open to women, a larger 
proportion are finding vocational 
outlets there. These opportunities 
are many and varied. Juniata 


graduates today are serving as 


teachers; as dietitians in hospitals, 
schools, for the Red Cross and the 
Army; as food inspectors; textile 
technologists; merchandisers; 
county advisors; nursery school 
directors; restaurant advisors; so- 
cial workers; extension workers; 
and college house mothers. Some 
of them have combined other in- 
terests with home economics train- 
ing and are doing editorial work 
for home economic publications, 
are serving with the Brethren Re- 
lief Service, and for government 
services. The great majority, 
however, still enter the field for 
which Juniata is proud to train 
them—home-making:
